ADVICE SERVICE 
ROW HEADS FOR 
THE HKH COURT 



THE bitter row over the future of the 
town’s welfare rights and advice serv¬ 
ice looks set to be resolved in court 
after the embattled organisation start¬ 
ed legal proceedings against Harlow 
Council. 

HWRA trustees announced yesterday 
(Wednesday) they would be seeking a judicial 
review of the Labour-controlled authority’s 
decision to terminate the service’s contract and 
withdraw its core source of funding. 

Chairman Les Coben said the organisation 
was reluctant to take legal action but had been 
left with no alternative following the council’s 
refusal to negotiate. 

“It has been our wish all along to reach an 
agreement,” he said. 

“We continue to hope that an amicable, con¬ 
structive resolution may be found. However, 
the deadline for issuing judicial review pro-

ceedings was Wednesday (January 16) so, 
regrettably, we had no alternative.” 

It will be the second time the organisation 
has challenged the council in court. 

In 2009, former clients acting on behalf of 
HWRA successfully overturned the then- 
Conservative administration’s decision to 
slash the service’s funding - ironically with 
full backing from many of the same Labour 
councillors who have now voted to terminate 
its contract. 

Mr Coben added: “HWRA is still keen to 
resolve this without the need for expensive lit¬ 
igation on both sides and would welcome 
direct discussions with [council leader] Mark 
Wilkinson and his colleagues.

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Takeaway owner 
fined £15,000 for 
hygiene offences

THE owner of a fast-food eatery 
has apologised for a “huge lapse 
of judgement” after being hit 
with a £15,000 fine for a cata¬ 
logue of hygiene offences. 

Mohammed Ahmed (32), of 
Elwood, Harlow, was prosecuted by 
Harlow Council after environmental 
health officers highlighted serious 
concerns over food safety standards at 
the Mr Chicken takeaway in Bush Fair. 

During several inspections of the 
premises conducted in 2011 and 2012 
they found raw meat being stored next 
to bread, inadequate hand-washing 
facilities and thick deposits of grease 
on the kitchen floor and equipment. 

They also noted that no checks were 
being made to ensure hot and 
cold food were being kept at the 
correct temperatures, while 
poorly-trained staff were failing 
to disinfect surfaces after han¬ 
dling raw chicken and burgers. 

Despite warning Mr Ahmed 
that urgent improvements were 
needed, officers returning to the 
premises in October found 
health and safety issues still had 
not been fully addressed more 
than one year on from the first 
inspection. 

They advised the council to 
start legal proceedings and last 
week Mr Ahmed - appearing 
under the name of Mohib Uddin 
- pleaded guilty at Chelmsford 
Magistrates Court to five food 
hygiene offences. 

Although the court heard that 
standards have now improved, 
chairman of the bench Peter 
Rose fined the defendant a total 
of £15,000 and ordered him to 




pay an additional £2,733.95 
costs. 

He told Mr Ahmed: “If you 
are involved in the food industry 
your first priority is the safety of 
public. 

“It is fortuitous no one fell ill 
or, even worse, died due to the 
appalling state of the premises 
and it is especially appalling it 
took so long to overcome mat¬ 
ters. The only redeeming factor 
is it has now been done.” 

Speaking after the hearing, 
Mr Ahmed said he had paid 
almost £13,000 on cleaning and 
upgrading his premises and 
wanted to reassure his cus¬ 
tomers his food was now com¬ 
pletely safe. 

“It was a huge lapse of judge¬ 
ment on my part to let things get 
to the stage they did, but I want 
to let my customers know that I

have now spent a fortune on 
making sure the takeaway com¬ 
plies with food hygiene regula¬ 
tions,” he said. 

“The manager in charge at 
the time has been sacked and is 
now working elsewhere. It was a 
series of mistakes that I have 
rightly been punished for but I 
am determined to turn things 
around. 

“I’ve got new equipment and 
new staff and will make 
absolutely sure that food safety 
is at the top of our agenda.” 

Councillor Phil Waite, 
Harlow Council’s portfolio 
holder for environment, con¬ 
firmed that an inspection of the 
premises carried out earlier this 
month had reported a “satisfac¬ 
tory” level of compliance with 
food hygiene regulations. 

He added: “People in Harlow 


have the right to expect food to 
be prepared in hygienic condi¬ 
tions. In this case, the premises 
were poorly managed and kept 
in an appalling condition. 

“Our environmental health 
team works hard behind the 
scenes to make sure the public 
are protected when they go out 
to eat or get food, and we will 
always take strong action to 
ensure rules are respected. 

“Our advice to residents is 
that if you are planning a night 
out with family, friends or work 
colleagues at a local restaurant, 
pub or hotel or getting a take¬ 
away in don’t just examine the 
menu. Check what their 
hygiene rating is too.”

Jobs in jeopardy as HMV 
goes into adminstration 


STAFF at the Harlow branch of 
music and DVD retailer HMV 
face an uncertain future after the 
firm became the latest high street 
chain to go into administration. 

Employees at the store in The 
Water Gardens have been warned 
their jobs are at risk after the 
company called in administrators 
Deloitte, who are now seeking a 
buyer for the chain. 

Yesterday (Wednesday) they 
reported they had received “very 
positive” expressions of interest 
in the entertainment retailer. 

Although the Harlow store - 
one of 239 across the UK - con¬ 
tinues to trade, it will close for 
good unless a buyer for all or part 
of the business can be found. 

The firm has struggled in 
recent years following a down¬ 
turn in consumer spending and 
fierce competition from online 
rivals. Squeezed by internet 
retailers and supermarkets offer-

But the situation came to a 
head over the weekend when 
debt-restructuring negotiations 
with creditors broke down, leav¬ 
ing bosses with no alternative but 
to call in the administrators. 

0 DVD rental chain Block¬ 
busters, which has a branch at 
Staple Tye in Harlow, annouced 
yesterday that it too was calling 
in the receivers.

“We consider this a 
better use of taxpayers’ 
money.” 

He went on to thank 
the Friends of Welfare 
Rights & Advice and 
other organisations and 
individuals who have 
contributed to a 
fighting fund set up to 
cover legal costs. 
“FoWRA and hundreds 
of ordinary Harlow 
people have shown 
their support, and I 
thank them and hope 
they will continue,” he 
said. 

“Problems brought 
about by economic 
recession coupled with 
the huge changes in 
benefits across the 
board mean that 
Harlow people need 
specialist advice and 
help more than ever.” 
As a result of the legal 
action, the council has 
been forced to suspend 
its search for a new 
operator to take on the 
advice service contract, 
although Cllr 
Wilkinson said he 
hoped the authority 
would be in a position 
to restart the tender 
process “as soon as 
possible”. 

He told the Star: “It is 
regrettable that HWRA 
still owes the council 
over £125,000 and that 
it has chosen to launch 
expensive legal 
proceedings that 
prevent the council 
from awarding a 
contract for the 
provision of services to 
the people of Harlow. 
“The council has 
received legal advice at 
every stage and will 
defend any legal action 
by HWRA.”

Midwife Claire gets 
a call to go to India 


A MIDWIFE at Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital will be sharing 
her expertise when she travels to 
India to help deprived children 
make the best start in life. 

Claire Parker, who is the manager of PAH’s 
birthing unit, is making the trip with Save 
the Children to pass on her knowledge to 
local healthcare professionals in Delhi and 
Rajasthan. 

Claire, who lives in Bishop’s Stortford, has 
been a midwife for 15 years. She will be 
one of five British health workers seeking 
to better understand the challenges faced 
by their counterparts in developing 
countries and the difficulties families face 
in accessing healthcare. 

Globally, some 6.9 million children under 
the age of five die every year from 
preventable diseases such as tuberculosis, 
malaria and malnutrition. 

Doctors, nurses and midwives are 
vital in helping youngsters survive 
those early years by administering 
vaccines, prescribing lifesaving 
drugs and providing mothers with 
expert care during childbirth. 

Claire, who trained at the 
University of Greenwich, said: “It’s 
going to be an eye-opening 
experience and one I’m very much 
looking forward to. 

“It is incredible that a quarter of almost 
seven million child deaths worldwide 
occur in India alone. I’m hoping this 
trip will help me to understand more 
about the problems faced every day by 
health workers working in India and equip 
me with the necessary skills to become a 
more effective advocacy campaigner for 
Save the Children.” 

Simon Wright, the charity’s head of 
child survival, said: “In India there 
are fewer than 17 doctors, 
midwives and nurses to 
every 10,000 people. 

Health workers 
play such a vital 
role in reducing 
maternal and 
child mortality.

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BARN MEAD BLAZE UPDATE 


We need public's help

DETECTIVES investigating the 
fatal arson attack which claimed the 
lives of a mother and her five chil¬ 
dren remain convinced the answers 
lie within the Harlow community. 

Three months on from the tragedy at Barn 
Mead, police have renewed their appeal for 
help to track down the people responsible for 
starting the blaze. 

Dr Sabah Usmani, daughter Hira (11) and 
sons Sohaib (12), Muneeb (9) and 
Rayyan (6) all died when fire ripped 
through their end-of-terrace house in 
the early hours of Monday, October 
15,2012. 

Three-year-old daughter Maheen 
died in hospital a few days later. 

The only person to survive the 
inferno was Dr Abdul Shakoor, who 
battled in vain to save his wife and 
children from the flames. 

Despite intense media coverage 
and rewards totalling £20,000 for 
information leading to a conviction, 
police have yet to make any arrests in 
connection with the blaze. However, 
they are convinced someone living in 
Harlow knows the identity of the 
killers. 

Detective Superintendent Rob 
Vinson, the senior officer leading the 
murder inquiry, said detectives 
remained determined to bring the 
killers to justice - but 
could not do it without 
the public’s help. 

“This remains one of 
the largest and most 
complex investigations 
ever undertaken by 
police in Essex and we 
will leave no stone 
unturned,” he told the 
Star this week. “I 
would urge anyone 
with information to 
contact us to help with 
the inquiry.” 

He issued a specific 
appeal to two people 
who contacted police 
in November with 
information about the 
incident. 

“One rang the police station in 
Harlow from a phone box and left a 
message, and the other left a piece of 
paper with information on a shelf in 
Boots in the town centre,” said Mr 
Vinson. 

“I need these people to contact me 
or my team - which they can do 
anonymously and in the strictest con¬ 
fidence - as their information could

be vital to our investigation.” 

Police believe the house was bur¬ 
gled earlier on the night of the fire. 
Mr Vinson said forensic examina¬ 
tions of the scene had now confirmed 
that a missing laptop belonging to the 
family was not among debris found in 
the living room. 

The laptop bag and power lead 
were found in bushes near 
Whitewaits a week after the fire.

“I would again appeal for informa¬ 
tion about that laptop, a black Toshiba 
Satellite, which we believe was taken 
during a burglary at the house, or 
indeed the laptop bag and two-pin 
lead recovered eleven days later in the 
St Michaels Close/ Whitewaits area 
of Harlow.” 

Detectives have also issued a pho¬ 
tograph of the two petrol cans that 
were found dumped in bushes in 
Barn Mead two days after the fire in 
the hope that someone knows where 
they came from.

we formed are built upon,” 
he said. 

“Whilst the mobile police 
stations have been withdrawn 
the staff have not and they 
can be spoken to as they 
patrol their beats, or we can 
be contacted by phone or i 
email. 

“We remain as committed as I 
ever to the residents of I 
Harlow.”

Reporting for 
class at school 
for journalists

H ARLOW College’s 

trailblazing spirit saw it 
named as one of the 
Government’s flagship 
University Technical Colleges 
last year - but it certainly 
wasn’t the first time the 
establishment had broken new 
ground. 

This week Nostalgia turns the clock 
back to a time when staff and 
students quite literally made the 
headlines with another innovation - 
the formation of the country’s first 
dedicated journalism school. 

It was 1964 when the college - still 
in its former guise of Harlow 
Technical College - set up the UK’s 
first block-release course for would- 
be hacks with help from industry 
body The National Council for the 
Training of Journalists, 

According to the late journalist and 
Harlow resident Joe Barratt, the 
eight-week experiment saw 12 trainee 
reporters from newspapers in London 
and the South East travel to the town 
- which coincidentally happened to 
be the home of the NCTJ - to study 
shorthand, English, media law and 
public affairs. 

At the time the college had no 
lecturer in practical journalism and it 
was left to visiting local journalists 
taught the eager youngsters 
newspaper practice. 

The course was declared a 


resounding success by the NCTJ and 
in March the following year the 
college appointed its first full-time 
lecturer in journalism - former 
Nottingham Evening Post assistant 
editor Jim Brennan. 

He spearheaded the foundation of a 
regional training centre at the 
college’s former site near the Water 
Gardens. Later the same year it was 
in a position to be able to offer its 
first-ever year-long pre-entry course 
for A-level school-leavers dreaming 
of a career in newspapers. 

The courses went from strength to 
strength and at one point in the early 
1970s the centre boasted 11 
journalism lecturers on its staff. 

But as the recession of the 1970s and 
1980s began to bite into the 
newspaper industry the number of 


both staff and students began to 
dwindle, with just seven lecturers and 
50 block-release trainees on the 
course when Harlow Technical 
College ceased to exist in 1984. 

It was still, however, the biggest of 
the six regional journalism centres in 
England and Wales. And when the 
college re-opened under a new name 
later the same year, the course’s 
enduring popularity saw it swiftly re¬ 
instated. 

The centre has played a key role in 
the college’s evolution ever since - 
and remains an ever-popular choice 
for aspiring journalists to this day.

Anti-war protest one of 
many vigils for Vietnam 


H ANDS clasped and 
heads bowed, 
Harlow residents offer a 
prayer for those caught 
up in the horrors of the 
Vietnam War at a town 
centre vigil back in 
January 1965. 

The public service in 
Broad Walk was one of 
many to be held in the 
town during the 
conflict, which raged for 
almost 20 years until the 
US withdrew its forces 
in 1975. 

According to regular 
Nostalgia contributor 
Ron Bill, the vigils were 
led by local churches 
and Harlow Urban 
District Council, 
reflecting the strength 
of anti-war feeling 
within the town at the 
time. 

“I can remember 
several of these events 
taking place in the town 
centre after the conflict 
escalated in the mid- 
60s,” said Ron. 
“Although the UK never 
got directly involved 
with the conflict, it 
didn’t mean that people 
in Harlow didn’t care. It 
was a major talking 


point throughout the 
1960s and 1970s. 

“The council was 
completely opposed to 
the war and this stance 
was, on the whole, 
reflected across the 


town at the time, with 
debates and public 
meetings on the subject 
held regularly in the 
town. 

“I think most people 
thought the decision by 


then-Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson not to 
commit British troops 
to Vietnam was 
probably the best he 
ever made while in 
office.”

A time to show 
some true grit! 

I T'S that time of the year when snow 
causes disruption to our everyday lives. 
The gritting of roads and pavements is 
often something I get asked about. 
Gritting in Harlow is carried out by Essex 
County Council but unfortunately it only 
grits the main roads and not residential 
areas. 

Residents can check gritting routes and 
times on the county council's website at 
www.essex.gov.uk/winter. 

Harlow Council has 60 tonnes of grit that 
it uses to help keep the town moving. As 
severe weather can hit at any time during 
the winter, we are careful how we use our 
stock of salt and we focus on priority 
pedestrian areas. 

When the snow hits, teams are sent to 
grit the town centre, neighbourhood 
shopping areas, paths to GP surgeries 
and sheltered housing complexes to 
ensure more vulnerable residents can get 
around safely. If a cold snap continues we 
can reorder more grit if needed. 

Harlow's community is well-known for 
rallying around and helping each other, so 
please spare a thought for those who may 
be struggling in the cold weather. Keep a 
close eye on the welfare of your 
neighbours and vulnerable people. 

If you are concerned about someone: 
knock on their door and ask if they are all 
right. If you're still worried, let Social 
Services know on 0845 6061212. 

B AD weather regularly impacts on the 
Mil and M25, meaning more traffic 
comes through the town using our 
already busy roads. 

This year I will continue to work with 
local partners to lobby the Government 
to tackle this, including supporting a new 
junction for the Mil. Some £3.5m has 
already been secured to invest in road 
improvements in preparation for the 
Enterprise Zone at London Road and 
Templefields. Works will start later this 
year to connect River Way to Cambridge 
Road, followed by a new junction to open 
up London Road near Church Langley. 
Following this will be work on Edinburgh 
Way and in Templefields. These works will 
cause short-term disruption but once 
completed will significantly help to 
reduce traffic congestion in the town. 

B udget setting is coming up and in next 
month's column I will be talking more 
about our plans and budget proposals for 
the year ahead. 

The Government is again cutting the 
Council's grant and difficult choices are 
going to have to be made, but we will do 
all that we can to protect the services 
that you value.

SCORES of women have been 
forced to miss potentially life-sav¬ 
ing breast screening appoint¬ 
ments after metal thieves stole 
copper cables used to power 
Princess Alexandra Hospital NHS 
Trust’s mobile breast screening 
unit. 

The shocking incident happened in 
the grounds of St Margaret’s Hospital 
in Epping in the early hours of 
Wednesday morning. 

The two crooks cut through the 
wiring, which was still attached to the 
screening truck, before hauling it away 
through the hospital car park. 

It is thought the pair, believed to be 
a man and a woman, then loaded the 
power cables into an unidentified vehi¬ 
cle before making their getaway. 

The hospital captured CCTV 
footage of two people walking through 
the car park at around 1.30am, one of 
whom appears to be carrying a roll of 
cabling over their shoulder.

The images have now been passed 
on to police to assist their investiga¬ 
tion. 

Janet Skeys, breast service manager 
at the Epping Breast Unit, said 64 
appointments had to be cancelled yes¬ 



terday (Wednesday) as a result of the 
theft. 

“These thieves are unscrupulous. 
They have no consideration of the 
effects of their action,” she said. 

“They have caused a great deal of 
stress to our patients and to our staff. 

“Breast screening can be an 
extremely anxious time for patients 
and now they have to deal with the 
additional worry of having their 
appointments cancelled since our 
mobile centre was put out of action.” 

She added that a further six appoint¬ 
ments would now have to be cut each 
day as the unit would have to return to 
base half-an-hour earlier to allow secu¬ 
rity teams to remove the cables - 
which will cost more ther £2,000 to 
replace - for overnight storage. 

“We are working hard to rectifying 
the situation so our patients are incon¬ 
venienced as little as possible,” she 
said. 

The hospital has already contacted 
everyone whose appointments have 
been affected to offer alternative dates. 

Anyone with any information on the 
theft is urged to contact investigating 
officers on 101.

Innovation is key as new 
health care partnership 
aims to raise standards 

A NEW company promoting innovation within the 
Essex health and social care sectors has pledged to 
“put patients first”. 

The Anglia Ruskin Health Partnership - a private 
venture backed by Anglia Ruskin University, Essex 
County Council, Princess Alexandra Hospital and 
five other Essex-based NHS Trusts - was official¬ 
ly launched this week. It will serve a total popula¬ 
tion of more than 1.5 million people. 

By joining forces the partners, who together 
manage an annual budget in excess of £2bn, hope 
to identify areas that would benefit from 
collaborative working and improve stan¬ 
dards of care. 

External funding to support the organi¬ 
sation’s work is currently being sought, but 
each partner has already pledged to put 
down a £50,000 start-up contribution in 
the first year. 

Managing director James Anderson, for¬ 
mer head of operations at University 
College London Hospitals, said: “The 
partnership is building relationships with 
local government, the health economy, 
academia and industry with a view to 
improving the care we offer for our local 
population.” 

One of the organisation’s first initiatives 
will be a pilot study into the use of assis¬ 
tive technology for dementia patients. 

“This technology includes sensors 
placed on beds and patients’ front doors 
and is designed to improve the care of 
patients in hospital and support independ¬ 
ent living in their own homes,” said Mr 
Anderson. 

“The Partnership is working together 
with acute trusts, mental health trusts, 
Essex County Council and Anglia Ruskin 
University to examine the benefits before 
taking it forward on a wider scale.”

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Work to start soon 
on next phase 
of unit refurb

THE multi-million pound 
redevelopment of a unit 
treating people with mental 
health problems is poised to 
enter the next phase of its 
transformation into a faci¬ 
lity fit for the 21st century. 

Major building work on the 
expansion of The Derwent Centre 
is expected to start in April, with 
service operators the North Essex 
Partnership NHS Foundation Trust 
currently evaluating tenders for 
the two-year project. 

The ageing building on Ham- 
stel Road, Harlow, is in dire need 
of modernisation. The NEPFT has 
pumped £13.5m into improving 
the facilities since purchasing it 
from the Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital NHS Trust in 2010. 

Following the scheme’s com¬ 
pletion in 2015, patients will ben¬ 
efit from a new ward, therapy hub 
and canteen housed in a modem 
two-storey extension, while exist¬ 
ing facilities are also in line for a 
radical overhaul. 

The work follows the opening 
of a therapy garden in 2011 and 
the completion of a new mental 
health recovery unit in May last 
year. 

Trust chief executive Andrew 
Geldard said this week: “We are 
looking at ways of improving the

patient experience and refurbish¬ 
ing the building is part of improv¬ 
ing patient care and therapeutic 
activities. 

“Building work will start in 
April and we expect it to be com¬ 
pleted by April 2015.” 

Disruption to patients will be 
kept to a minimum during the con¬ 
struction phase of the project, with 
plans to decant and relocate all 
affected services to keep the in¬ 
patient unit fully operational 
throughout. 

Mr Geldard added: “As we’re 
running a hospital and rebuilding 
at the same time, there will be 
some noise and disruption in and 
around the Derwent Centre. We 
ask people to be patient with us 
during this time.” 

Services currently provided by 
the facility include acute inpatient 
care, rehabilitation, psychiatric 
intensive care, crisis resolution 
and community mental health care 
for older adults.

Rescue charity's 
'distress' call to 

dog lovers

DOG rehoming charity Mutts in 
Distress is facing a bleak new year 
as a crisis threatens the future of 
the animal shelter, which takes in 
strays from Harlow. 

Founder Pat Clark has launched an 
urgent appeal for help before she has to 
to turn away unwanted dogs - particular¬ 
ly Staffordshire bull terriers. 

The sanctuary at Little Hallingbury 
has been inundated with a record number 
of dumped and abandoned animals and 
desperately needs to find them permanent 
homes or temporary foster ones. 

“We have 42 rescue dogs here and only 
nine kennels,” she said. “We have had to 
use our boarding kennels to save the dogs, 
but now have no way of making an 
income. 

“We need 50 kennels to trade and are 
now left with only eight. At this rate, both 
Mutts and the kennels will be gone.” 

She added: “ft has got to crisis point 
and probably the next dog we are asked to 
take we are going to have to turn away; 
and we are talking about death row dogs. 

“If we say no, that’s it; the vet gets the 
second call and the dogs are put to sleep. 
We have never let that happen but with 
the Staffie crisis across the country, no 
one wants them. 

“It’s the most we have ever had. Prior 
to this influx the most was 20 and we 
were struggling with kennels to cope 
then.” 

The charity, which is self-sufficient 
and relies on donations and fundraising 
events to bolster its coffers, needs a dozen 
“dog-friendly homes” where the rescued 
animals could have safe refuge on a long 
or short term basis to free up space. 

“That would get some of the dogs out 
of the boarding kennels,” said Pat. “We 
can have some dogs there but if I can’t 
make a living because I have rescue dogs 
in the boarding kennels, then it’s game 
over. If I can’t earn money, I can’t keep 
going.” 

The recession has been blamed for the 
increase in the number of abandoned dogs 
at rescue centres around the country. Pat 
realised how bad the situation was when 
she put a call out for help to 12 different 
rescue centres and only got two answers - 
and one of those was to say ‘no’. 

During the past 28 years Pat and her 
team of volunteers have rescued some 
6,500 dogs.

Defence granted delay

Dancing out of the 
moonlight shadows

IN a year of musical comebacks that 
saw the likes of Leonard Cohen, 

Bruce Springsteen and The Stone 
Roses return from extended hiatuses, 
it’s little wonder that new material 
from Britpop survivors Toploader 
barely made a dent on the charts in 
2012 . 

But now, 13 years since their infectious 
cover of King Harvest’s Dancing In The 
Moonlight became a global smash-hit, the 
Eastbourne-based band are starting the 
new year by embarking on a nationwide 
tour, determined to reclaim their place in 
the hearts of the nation’s music-lovers. 
With shaggy-haired frontman Joseph 
Washbourn back in the fold after making 
it to the semi-finals of ITV1 show Popstar 
To Operastar, the resurgent rockers play 
The Square in Harlow next month as they 
hit the road in support of third album, 
Only Human. 

Mellow, melodic and mature, it’s a world 
away from the breezy, saccharine-sweet 
soul-pop of their multi-platinum selling 
debut - Onka's Big Moka - and the four- 
piece are hoping their soaring new sound 
can win over a whole new generation of 
fans. 

The album’s first single, swoonsome indie 
lament Never Stop Wondering, became 
the soundtrack to major sporting events 
on Sky and the BBC last year, while 
second single A Balance To All Things will 
be instantly recognisable to radio listeners. 
Joseph said their new direction was more 
befitting a band whose members are now 
family men in their mid-30s. 

“We had a break of about five years when 
most of us went off to have children and 
start our own families,” he said. “But it’s 
lovely to be back with the band; we’re 
getting on really well and it’s nice to be 
making music again.” 


He said the band were itching to get back 
on the road again after recording their 
new material - but added that playing live 
was not without its risks. 

“One time we were nearly electrocuted on 
stage,” he recalled. “Another time a roadie 
came onto the stage to fix something and 
smashed a microphone into my mouth. 


“That was really painful but you have to 
carry on. I missed out half a verse, spat 
out a bit of tooth and just continued!”

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Tarantino no slave 
to PC sensibilities 



DJANGO UNCHAINED 
certificate 18, 2h44m 


REVENGE is a dish best served cold. 
And who better than Quentin 
Tarantino to turn the temperature 
gauge to subzero in this blood- 
soaked western. 

Set in 1858, Django Unchained energises 
a simple tale of redemption with the 
writer-director’s characteristic flair 
behind the lens and on the page. 
Tarantino guns down political 
correctness at every turn, not least with 
the creation of a black slave - played 
with fire and brimstone-spouting fury by 
Samuel L Jackson - who is even more 
racist than his white masters. 

The bullets start flying somewhere in 
Texas when two slave merchants, the 


Speck brothers, meet a German dentist 
called Dr King Schultz (Christoph Waltz) 
on the road one night. 

It turns out that the flamboyant 
European is also a bounty hunter and 
Schultz kills the Specks in order to 
release slave Django (Jamie Foxx) from 
his shackles. 

Django is valuable because he is the only 
man who can identify the murderous 
Brittle brothers 

Having been granted his freedom, 

Django agrees to help Schultz kill the 
siblings. He subsequently learns that his 
beloved wife Broomhilda (Kerry 
Washington) has fallen into the clutches 
of a slippery plantation owner, Calvin 
Candie (Leonardo DiCaprio), and 
Schultz pledges his allegiance on a 
suicidal rescue mission. 

Django Unchained boasts some bravura 
sequences including slow-motion gun 


fights and snappy flashbacks. However, 
you can have too much of a good thing. 
Tarantino’s vision runs to a buttock- 
numbing 165 minutes and would benefit 
from a judicious editor to prune the 
extraneous guff. He could happily lose 
swathes of the final act, including scenes 
when the director plies a laughable 
accent as a bumbling Australian slave 
driver. 

Foxx is tightly wound as a vengeful 
husband, playing the straight man to 
larger-than-life performances from Waltz, 
DiCaprio and Jackson. 

The love story with Washington has 
some surprisingly tender moments but 
whenever it seems Tarantino might be 
going soft, his characters unleash a 
blitzkrieg of expletives and cock their 
pistols. 

The body count, like the running time, is 
unapologetically excessive.

LES MISERABLES Former convict 
Valjean (Hugh Jackman) has reinvented 
himself as a revered factory owner in 
Montreuil-sur-Mer, where one of his 
workers - Fantine (Anne Hathaway) - is 
cruelly cast out when the foreman 
learns she has an illegitimate daughter, 
Cosette (Isabelle Allen). Determined to 
raise the money to keep her child 
under the roof of villainous Thenardier 
(Sacha Baron Cohen) and his wife 
(Helena Bonham Carter), Fantine sells 
her hair and then her body until Valjean 
discovers her close to death and agrees 
to raise Cosette as his own. So the 
story moves on a further nine years 
when revolutionary fervour surges 
through the grimy streets of Paris, 
inflamed by students Enjolras (Aaron 
Tveit) and Marius (Eddie Redmayne). 

The latter falls under the spell of 
Cosette (now played by Amanda 
Seyfried), unaware that Thenardier's 
daughter, Eponine (Samantha Barks), 
adores him from afar. 

GANGSTER SQUAD One-time boxer 
Mickey Cohen (Sean Penn) rules over Los 
Angeles with his gang. Police chief Bill 
Parker (Nick Nolte) is powerless to stop 
the rise of his criminal fraternity so he 
approaches Sergeant John O'Mara (Josh 
Brolin) to establish a covert team of 
officers. O'Mara recruits his good friend 
Sergeant Jerry Wooters (Ryan Gosling) and 
cops Rocky Washington (Anthony Mackie), 
Conway Keeler (Giovanni Ribisi) and Max 
Kennard (Robert Patrick) for this 
dangerous assignment as part of the 
newly formed Gangster Squad. In turn, 
Kennard introduces a sharp-shooting 
protege, Navidad Ramirez (Michael Pena), 
and the scene is set for a battle royale 
between the team and the hoodlums. 

THE IMPOSSIBLE Henry (Ewan 
McGregor) and Maria (Naomi Watts) 
arrive in the tropical paradise of 
Thailand with sons Lucas (Tom Holland), 
Thomas (Samuel Joslin) and Simon 
(Oaklee Pendergast). They open 
Christmas presents on the patio 
overlooking the sea, unaware of the 
horror about the engulf them. The 
following day flocks of terrified birds 
take to the skies, heralding a wall of 
water that careens through the 
complex. Maria and Lucas are carried 
away by the surge and when the water 
eventually recedes, they hobble 
through mud and detritus in search of 
survivors. Meanwhile, Henry is forced 
to leave his two youngest boys in the 
care of strangers in order to learn the 
fate of his wife and eldest child. 

LIFE OF PI (3D & 2D) An inquisitive 
writer (Rafe Spall) turns up unexpectedly 
at the door of Pi Patel (Irrfan Khan), 
having been told his story deserves to be 
immortalised in print. In flashback, Pi 
recounts his youth as the son of a circus 
owner who decided to sell the family 
business in Pondicherry and emigrate to 
Canada with his wife and two boys. A 
raging storm causes the ship to overturn 
and young Pi (Suraj Sharma) escapes in a 
lifeboat along with a zebra, an orang-utan, 
a hyena and a tiger called Richard Parker. 
As the days pass, the predators prevail 
until just Richard Parker and Pi remain, 
trapped together in a vast expanse of 
water.

A HOUSEHOLDER not a 
million miles away from 
me has submitted a 
planning application to 
build a house in part of his 
garden. 

Many of the locals are 
vociferous in their views against 
it and it has provoked 
controversy as well as posed 
the question: if you’ve got a 
large back garden, what are the 
chances you can develop it? 
The answer, as with any 
planning issues, is complicated. 
Up until a couple of years ago, 
a garden was classified as a 
brownfield site. Brownfield sites 
are those locations that have 
been previously developed and 
are mostly ex-industrial or 
commercial sites. 

The Government had been 
encouraging people to build 
houses on them, even setting 
targets for local authorities for 
their conversion into domestic 
use. Many developers saw this, 
and gardens in particular, as a 
great way to make a profit in 
more densely populated areas. 
However, not long after the last 
election, gardens were 
reclassified. Things changed 
again in 2011 when George 
Osborne removed the targets 
for brownfield sites and said 
planning decisions should be 
made on their potential for 
generating growth and jobs. 
Then, in September 2012, the 
Government proposed the 
relaxation of development rights 
to stimulate activity in the 
building sector which will almost 
certainly change the emphasis 
from trying to build new houses 
in back gardens to large scale 
extensions. Small houses with 
large plots will be particularly 
desirable. 

Many people believe it will lead 
to inappropriate developments 
and intractable neighbourly 
disputes. A number of local 
authorities have said they will 
resist the changes. 

So where does that leave 
garden developments? The 
answer is in the hands of the 
planners. 

The common consensus is that 
planning permission will be 
more difficult to obtain but it is 
always advisable to see your 
local planning department, tell 
them what you intend to do and 
ask for feedback.

W HAT an age we live in. 

Progress in the automotive 
world tends to occur in 
hundreds of incremental steps and only 
the occasional leap forward, so it’s easy 
to lose sight of just how far things have 
come. 

And this Cayenne Diesel S is the 
perfect method with which to 
demonstrate. 

The second generation Cayenne was the 
coming of age for Porsche’s SUV, 
answering the critics of the original car 
and earning respect even from those 
who saw such a vehicle as going against 
the sporting ethos of the brand. 

But the Cayenne has never been an 
ordinary SUV It has always had proper 
Porsche genes running through it and 
with the latest model looking sharper 
and driving even better, it makes 
unquestionable sense as a more practical 
proposition for people who have to have 
the Porsche shield on the front of their 
car. 

However, you might wonder if there is 
any need for another engine option in 
the Cayenne. For a car that is more than 
likely going to be bought by the lucky 
few, it already offers a remarkably broad 
spread of powerplants. 

There’s the entry-level V6 petrol, the V8 
petrol in two outputs, the bonkers V8 


is a car that could be driven without 
ever using more than a tiny squeeze of 
the accelerator. 

It’s such a flexible unit that ordinary 
driving is utterly effortless, and with 
adjustable suspension that can be 
tweaked for maximum comfort the 
Cayenne Diesel S is a thoroughly 
relaxing car to drive. 

Regardless of speed or gear, apply a 
firm right foot to the accelerator and 
the Diesel S urges forward with no 
discernible effort, with the eight-speed 
automatic transmission marshalling all 
the forces superbly well whether you 
shift yourself or leave it to your own 
devices. 

And it behaves just as a Porsche should 
when you arrive at a challenging bend. 
Of course this is not a lightweight car 
but the way it behaves when pressed is 
remarkable. It responds accurately to the 
driver’s demands, with good feedback 
through the steering, impressive balance 
and generally more composure than a 
car of this size should be capable of. 

In many ways this is the most 
convincing car Porsche offers. Not only 
does it deliver a generous slice of 
driving fun, it also brings comfort, 
practicality and even respectable 
economy into the equation. 

It’s still a Porsche so it’s no giveaway, 
but once on your driveway you’d be 
hard-pressed to find something as 
universally capable. 


turbos that also come in two outputs, the 
hybrid petrol and the existing diesel. 
There’s nothing wrong with the diesel 
offering either; it offers up 4051b.ft of 
torque and as a result can manage 0- 
62mph in 7.6 seconds, 137mph flat out 
and deliver 39.2mpg combined. 

But the Porsche engineers seem to think 
that’s not enough and as a result have 
introduced the Diesel S. Just as with the 
petrol models, the ‘S’ might as well 
stand for significant - instead of the V6 
oil burner, the Diesel S gets a new 
eight-cylinder twin turbo unit that 
Porsche claims is a unique offering in 
the segment. 

Better still are the numbers it produces; 
with 382bhp it is a whisker behind the 


V8 petrol, but it is the torque output that 
really slackens the jaw. A ammoth 
6261b.ft of torque is available from just 
2,000rpm, almost a whole lOOlb.ft than 
the truly insane petrol Turbo S. 

With that much motive force under the 
bonnet, it’s no wonder the Cayenne 
Diesel S is a rapid machine. It blasts to 
62mph in a borderline absurd 5.7 
seconds - 0.2 seconds faster than the 
V8 petrol Cayenne S - and can hit 
156mph. It’s hard to put these numbers 
out of your mind when you slide behind 
the wheel, but this is a diesel 
underneath it all and so is far less 
intimidating than you might expect. 
Climb aboard and the familiar Cayenne 
cabin greets you with clear and logical 


displays. You get the proper SUV 
driving position so the view out is 
excellent, yet there’s still a sportscar 
feel; you are high up but surrounded by 
the cabin, and it certainly doesn’t feel 
top-heavy or ungainly. The driving 
position is superb and you grasp a 
proper Porsche steering wheel with a 
relatively thin rim, all of which helps to 
get you in the mood. 

Fire up the Diesel S and it sounds a lot 
more V8 than diesel. There’s an 
appealing throb coming from the 
exhaust, blip the throttle and it grows to 
a proper sporty sound. Select drive on 
the automatic transmission and the 
massive wave of torque makes pulling 
away as easy it could possibly be. This
